FARWELL HALL MORNING SESSION. 
b BELIGIOUS EXERCISES. 

The third days sessidn of the American Board of 
Commissioners opened at 8:15 yesterday morning 
at Farwell Hall with a prayer meeting, participa- 
ted in by the delegates generally, and led by the 
Rev. F. B. Doe, of Ripon, Wis. The prayers 
were interspersed with brief addresses upon 
spiritual matters by the leder. and the Rev. L. 
H. Cobb, recently from the wilds of Western 
Minvesota. The weakber was much more au- 
s picious than oa Wednesday, and the congrega- 
tion in attendance was in consequence consider 
ably increased. 

The President, Dr. Hopkins, calied the busi- 
ness meeting to order at half-past 9 o’olock. 

The Rev. Dr. Sturtevant, President of the Illi- 
nois College at Jacksonville, offered an eloquent 
prayer for the success of the mission work. 

MISSION WORK IN JAPAN. 

The Rev. Mr. Fraok B. Woodbury, of Rock- 
ford, III., read the report of the Sub-Committee 
on the mission work in Japan. He said the Ja- 
pan mission had already achieved a marvelous 
success, while the future was more promising 
thau ever. The churches bad already doubled 
tteir membership. The daily preaching services 
were crowded. Among inquirers were many men 
of hieh scholarship and ability. A large num- 
ber of outstations were regularly occupied. The 
female schocls were crowded, The Japanese 
themselves at Kobe paid pearly $1,000 towards 
the erection of the Howe School, The medical 
work, closely connected with religious service, 
was extensive ; and the expenses of the hos- 
pitals, medical tours, ete., were borne by the 
Japanese. There wete nine missionaries, two 
physicians, and fourteen female mismonaries. 


They say religious services aud opportunities 
for holding them are limited only by the number 
of those ready to lead them.” 

THE TREASURERS REPORT. 

The Hon. John B. Bidridge, of Hartford, read 
the report of the Sub-Oommittee on the Treas- 
urer’s report, which was adopted, as follows : 

The result of our examination and imguiry is that 
we find his books and acbounts oorrectly represent the 
expenses of the various missions, and the disburse- 
ments for the different home and foreign interests 
under his charge,—end that all |g eg have been 
properly audi Aud they find tust the total m- 
debtedness of the Board on the lst day of September, 
1875, was $44,323.96, 

They also find that the Board bas permanent funds 
consisting of real estate ana versonal } roperty, arising 
from the gifts of benevolent individuals during the 
past sixty years, the income of which can alone be 
used in tueir general work. These funds amount, ac- 
cording to the valuation on the books of the Treasurer, 
to $120,726.96, though it is believed that their market 
valine ie considerabiy in @xcess of this sum. The ‘n- 
come from these funds the past year was $7,257.37, 
which was expended in the general work of the Board. 

We further find tuat the Treasurer holds stocks and 
bonds amounting, at their par value, to $59,108, 
which are held as a permanent fund for the specific 
purpose of A & pats he salaries of the officers 
of the Board. The income from this fund the past 
year was $5,550.44, and was properly applied. 

The Couwmitice believe that the investment of both 
these permanent funds, ~ list of which was furnished 
them, bas been judiciously and safely made, and that 
they would now command in market a large excess 
over their estim ted and cost value. 

Your Committee would say in conclusion that in 
their opinion the members and friends of the Board 
may continue as heretofere to send their offerings to 
the Treasury of the American Board, with entire con- 
fidence that all their gifts will be safely cared for, and 
expended only under the wise of the Pru- 
dential Committee.

THE BIBLE IN SCHOOL. 
To the Editor of The Chicago {ribune: 


Cuicaao, Oct. 5.—The extent of the privilege 


provided by the former Board of Education. 
They think that the reading of a portion of 
Scripture and repeating the Lord's Prayer at the 
opening exercises had a healchful influence. 
Some of your readers thiok it hardly in acvord- 
ance with the genius of our government, and 
Speak of it as sectarian. Some of those who 
thus speak are geutlemen of high repute and 
great influence. If they are right, we are 
wrong. If the reading of the Bible, without 
note or comment, is sectarian within the meaa- 
ing of that word, aa used in our State Constitu- 
tion, it should settle the matter, and the friends 
of the Bible, as law-abiding citizens, should 
cheerfully yield. 

Bat is it sectarian? “A sectarian,” says 
Worcester, is one who belongs to a sect.” A 
sect is a body of persons united in some settled 
tenets ;” “a religious denomination.” It is used 
in cootradistinction from all other denomina- 
tions. We think it is used in this sense in the 
Donstitutions of all the States, and that all of 
them in their enactments on this subject had the 
same end in view. A single reference to the 
facts existing at the time of their formation will 
tend to illustrate. Prior to the formation of 
this Government the Colonies were under the 
jurisdiction of Great Britain, where religious 
tests were required as a qualification for office, 
and the Episcopal Church had a prefereace over 
all others. This not being approved by the 
framers of our Government, they pro- 
vided against it in the third section of 
the sixth article of the Constitution. 


In the same spirit all the original States ia their Con- 
stitutions provided that no preference should be given 
to one denomination over another. Tous Mass-

The Opposition County Executive Com- 
mittee have decided upon holding the County 
Convention on the 14th inst., and the primary 
elections on the preceding day. 


All prospect of a possible unpleasantness 
between Burmah and Great Britain is re- 
moved by the official announcement of an 
unconditional agreement by the former that 
British troops shall be allowed passage 
through Burmese territory, in case another 
expedition to China is determined upon. 


The efforts of the American Board of For- 
eigh Missions to pay off its debt of $44,000 
seems to be meeting with gratifying success. 
At the session of last evening a large number 
of subscriptions and pledges were received, 
the aggregate being about $25,000, of which 
a good proportion was contributed by Chi- 
cago. 


It is reported that the Ohio Democrats are 
preparing to resort to chemistry as a means 
of assisting success at the polls. The story, 
which is far more ingenious than probable, is 
to the effect that Republican voters will be 
supplied with tickets upon which the names 
have been scratched with invisible ink, and 
that the scratching will not be apparent until 
after the ballot-boxes shall have been treated 
to an internal sprinkle of powder prepared 
for the purpose of making the ink visible. 
The cleverness and stupidity respectively 
requisite for the successful working of such a 
scheme are too inconceivable to permit of 
serious apprehension for thé result. 


Lack of space prevents the publication of 
more than a condensed abstract of a vigor- 
oug speech delivered by ex-Gov. Wasnsurn 
at Baraboo, Wis., last evening. Mr. Wasz- 
BURN arraigns the Reform party in Wisconsin 
with a list of failures and delinquéncies which 
appear in striking contrast with the honesty, 
economy, and efficiency which characterized 
Republican rule in the Badger State; and 
the reasons he presents in support of the as- 
sertion that the Reformers should be reform- 
ed by being incontinently turned out of office 
at the approaching election can scawely fail 
of “carrying conviction. Not less forcible 
is Mr. Wasusurn’s ptesefitment of the 
finance question. 

Ex-Speaker Buarvz, in a letter to the 
Chairman of the Ohio Republican Executive 
Committee, explains that private and im- 
perative engagements have prevented his 
participation in the campaign in that State ; 
but he expresses confidently a prediction of 
victory for the Republicans, believing that 
the superior intelligence of the people of 
Ohio will not permit a triumph of the party 
that is laboring for an indefinitely irredeema- 
ble currency. Scarcely less important as a 
principle, though at present only a local 
issue, he regards the grave question of pre- 
serving intact the system of free education 
and the absolute freedom of the public schools 
from sectarian influence or sectarian strife.

Mayor Col vi is understood to have ten- 
dered to Ald. Hrupners the appointment of 
City Marshal, and of course HuoretH will 
accept. But for the fact that under the 
present ordinance the Marshalship is a 
sinecure, with few duties and no re- 
sponsibilities, it could be truthfully said 
of this appointment that the Mayor 
had made about the worst selection posible. 
It may, however, yet transpire that the 
framers of the ordinance defining the duties 
of the City Marshal had this possibility 
directly in view, and that, although 
Mr. Denar resigned because he had 
no power to do any good, Hmoretz 
hastens to accept on account cl the 
attraction which the position possesses for an 
incumbent who would rather not do any 
good. But if it proves that the Marshal's 
hands are tied for both good and bad, the 
appointment of Hiuprera will furnish 
ground for congratulation that larger powers 
were not vested in the office. 


THE REAL MEANING OF THE CHARTER- 
DECISION. 

The matter-of-fact and common-sense in- 
terpretation to be put upon the Supreme 
Court decision in the charter case is that the 
Election law of the State is meaningless, and 
only serves to lumber up the statute-books. 
It may be violated with impunity. The very 
safeguards which it provides against frand 
may be thrown over so that the frauds them- 
selves can never be traced, and yet the fail- 
ure to trace them will be construed against 
those who protest against the violation of 
the law. This is the practical effect of the 
decision, without any regard to the technical 
errors that may have been made in the prose- 
cution of the case. The violation of the law 
was admitted on the part of the city, not 
only in regard to the notice and change of 
voting-places, but in the omission of several 
essential features of protection against fraud. 
These Omissions went up to the Supreme 
Court in a subordinate way, and the 
Supreme Court allowed them to pass 
out of the case by holding that the 
counsel for the city had the right to 
withdraw the plea which had brought out 
the allegation of the omissions. We do not 
care to discuss the point whether or not the 
counsel for the people were at fault in 
making up a record for the Supreme Court; 
it is sufficient that the Supreme Cowt had 
before them an admitted violation of the 
Election law of the State in almost every 
particular, opening the way for the grossest 
frauds, and that they have decided that this 
may occur without vitiating an election! 

We shall not undertake to restate the 
whole case, but select bare samples of the 
deliberate violation of the Election law and 
its results. The law requires that there shall 
be two clerks at each poll, and that lists of 
voters shall be made and kept. This impor- 
tant requirement was utterly disregarded in 
the First, Second, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, 


Eleventh, Eighteenth, and Twentieth Wards, 


where the ballot-box stuffing was done. 
What was the consequence? In the First 
Ward 1,762 votes were returned, of which 
only 97 votes were against the charter Had 
lists of voters been kept, according to the 
law, it would have been necessary for the 
clerks to have written out 1,762 names It is 
notorious that there were not more than 1,000 
legal voters in the ward, and of these not more 
than 400 deposited ballots on the charter. 
The representatives of the people contesting 
this election could then have taken the list 
and proved in court that at least 600 persons 
entered as having voted did not vote at all, 
and more than 700 other names entered as 
voters were necessarily bogus, and that there 
were no voters in the ward answering to 
those names. But there were no clerics, and 
no lists were kept, for the express purpose of 
depriving the contestants of the means of 
tracing the fraudulent ballots. Had lists 
been kept, the judges and clerks would not 
have dared to make these false entries, be- 
cause discovery would have been inevitable. 
In other words, this violation of one of the 
essential parts of the Election law was com- 
mitted deliberately with the purpose of ren- 
dering the stuffing of the ballot-boxes in 
seven or eight wards easy, and of reinoving 
all danger of detection. With this condition 
of things before them in fact, if not in the 
strict construction of the record, the Supreme 
Court ignored the admitted violations of the 
law as unessential. . 

What is true of the First Werd was also 
true of the Second Ward, where 1,525 votes 
were returned, not one-fifth of which were 
ever cast; of the Eighth, Ninth, Eleventh, 
Eighteenth, and Twentieth Wards, where 
enormous majorities were given for the char- 
ter under the same rascally and fraudulent 
circumstances. The fact that the require- 
ments of the law were wholly ignored in or- 
der to prepare for the frauds subse ently 
committed is further established by the cir- 
cumstance that, in the Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
and other wards where lists of votes were 
kept, the total vote did not amount to one- 
fourth the legal voters of those wants, and 
the majorities were largely and uniformly 
against the charter. It is not alone that the 
law was grossly violated, but that its require- 
ments were deliberately and purposely ig- 
nored in order to make way for the frands 
subsequently committed, that renders the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court full of danger. 

There are two reflections which suggest 
themselves in connection with this decision, 
First, what good purpose is served by having 
an Election law? Is it not merely a delusion 
and a snare? Is it not worse than a dead- 
letter? Does it not leave honest voters 
under the impression that they are protected 
against frauds at the polls, while the law is a 
mere cover for the iniquities of those in power 
who may ignore and violate it with impunity? 
Would not the public be better protected if 
there were no law, and the honest voters 

thoroughly that they mtst pro- 
teet their rights at the polls by force and 


sheets. They may then stuff the ballot-boxes 
to their hearts’ content, as they did at the 
charter election, and it will be impossible to 
trace the frauds, for the means of proving 
them will have been removed. We simply 
describe the effect of the Supreme Court's 
decision. If the ballot-boxes shall be stuffed 
next April as they were last April (and we 
see no reason they should not be, since they 
will be in the hands of the same desperate 
men), the Supreme Court will have to follow 
its late decision, and hold that the preliminary 
violations of the law, enabling the stuffing of 
the boxes, are not to be considered? It will 
be impossible to prove the frauds where no 
tally of votes shall have been kept, and so 
the tax-eaters may perpetuate themselves and 
their villainies from generation to generation. 
The decision leaves the people helpless, and 
the more helpless because there is a law 
which nobody is bound to observe,—as the 
Supreme Court has decided. 


_ THE LATEST COUNTY JOB. 

The erection of the new CourtiHouse be- 
gins in the most unpromising way. The 
first contract—that of constructing the foun- 
dation—has been let by the ring of the Coun- 
ty Commissioners to a former member of the 
Board, who is not a practical mason but is a 
professional politician, at a price exceeding 
one honest bid by $12,000, and another per- 
fectly responsible bid by $4,500. Both the 
lower bids which were rejected came from 
practical and experienced contractors, who 
were evidently bidding for the work for 
themselves, and placed the bids at as low a 
figure as they thought they could afford. 
These lower bids were rejected by a vote of 
surprising uniformity, —eight Commissioners, 
including C. C. P. Horx, voting against 
them and in favor of the excessive bid to 
which the contract was finally awarded. There 
was some suggestion that the bond of McNeu. 
& Co., who offered to do the work for $12,- 
000 less than Harms, was not sufficient. To 
meet this, Mr. CLoucn moved to postpone 
final action, so as to give the Board timé to 
examine into the bond and Mr. MoNer time 
to improve it if it were insufficient. But this 
motion was promptly voted down the 
eight Commissioners, who i their 
chum Harms should have the contract at his 
price. This was unreasonabie, as a few days 
would not have made any important differ- 
ence in the commencement of the work, and 
might have saved the county $12,000. The 
refusal even to postpone with the prospect of 
saving $12,000 heightens the other suspicious 
features of the case. In fact, the Chicago 
Times, in its issue of yesterday, makes the 
following open charge : 

It is a fact which the Times believes, and which it 
will ere long seek to establish, that this fraud upon 
the tax-payers was engineered by Polar, and that 
the price received by the eight Commissioners, who 
voted to accept Hanms, was $16,000, or $2,000 each. Of 
this damaging fact there is not a doubt, This delib- 
erate sale of the county’s interests is probably but the 
first of a series of similar swindles which will run 
through the entire work, 

Tue Tumor has no information as to the 
truth of this charge, but it is not likely that 
the Times, which is an institution of recog- 
nized financial responsibility, would make 
such a charge unless it were prepared to 
prove it. The allegation is certainly strength- 
ened by the peculiarly suspicious circum- 
stances surrounding the award, which may 
be briefly restated as follows: (1) The 
award of $12,000 over and above a bid be- 
lieved to be entirely responsible; (2) the re- 
fusal to extend the time long enough to ex- 
amine into the responsibility of the lower 
bidders ; (3) the selection of an excessive bid 
that was made by a professional politician of 
intimate relations with the ring crowd in the 
County Board; and (4) the bad and suspi- 
cious character of several members of the 
Board, and the evidence of former jobs and 
devices for sinking the public money with 
the connivance of the Board. 

The Citizens’ Association, representing the 
tax-payers, should take steps immediately to 
enjoin the commencement of this work until 
the contract can be subjected to the scrutiny 
of a judicial investigation. It is scarcely 
less suspicious on its face than the proposed 
payment of $45,000 for worthless abstract- 
books, which has already been enjoined. Eter- 
nal vi zilance is the price of an escape from the 
succession of robberies that are generated in 
this County Board, and it is only by follow- 
ing them up, one after another, as fast as 
they show themselves, that the tax-payers’ 
money can be protected. For the rest, this 
swindle comes at atime and in a form to give 
the people a solemn warning as to the ap- 
proaching election, when five vacancies are 
to be filled in the County Board. During the 
coming year various large contracts will be 
made in connection with the Court-House, 
and if five honest men be not chosen to fill 
the vacancies that occur, the neglect will cost 
the tax-payers hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. ‘The tax-payers must look to the 
fall election with this feature of it especially 
in view.

WHY CURRENCY SHOULD BE AT PAR. 

It is a very common thing, as well as a very 
unjust thing, to charge those who favor a re- 
turn to specie values with an undue interest 
in favor of National Banks, and to attribute 
to this interest in the banks an alleged hos- 
tility to greenbacks. We venture to say that 
99 per cent of those who are styled 
„bullionists simply ask that the currency be 
made equivalent to coin, and, beyond that, 
care little whether that currency be secured 
notes or Treas uty notes. 

Asa banking system, the National Banks 
are perhaps better secured, and better pro- 
vided against fraud and dishonesty, than any 
banks we have ever had in this country. The 
capital is dona fide paid in, the notes are am- 
ply secured, the security being equal to their 
redemption in coin. 

But the friends of sound money and honest 
money demand that bank notes, as well as 
all other paper issues circulating as money, 
shall be-made good for what they profess to 
be—dollars, and not fluctuating fractions of 
dollars. 

To this there is interposed a demand for an 
increase of the depreciated money. The de- 
mand is that the whole circulation of the 
banks, which, under the law, must be re- 
deemed on demand, shall be abolished, and 
that in lieu thereof there shall be issued na- 
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This is a nation of laborers and 
producers, each man striving to produce an- 
nually sométhing more than he expends. The 
laborers—the men who work for daily, week- 
ly, or monthly wages—have on deposit of 
savings a thousand millions of dollars. 

are not the rich men nor the bloated 
holders. They have combined their 
1 savings, waiting until each man's share 
shall have so accumulated that he can use it 
independently of the others. The paper 
currency is not at par. It has one value to- 
day and another to-morrow. No effort is 
made and no plan proposed to give this cur- 
rency a fixed value either at par or at any 
other rate. This existing uncertainty is 
aggravated by the constant effort to have 
the amount of this currency not 
only donbled in the first instance, but in- 
creased indefinitely. The thousand millions 
of dollars in the savings banks are now worth 
one hundred and fifteen millions below their 
professed value. Next week they may be 
worth a hundred millions less than at present. 
There is no action taken or proposed to re- 
strain this depreciation ; on the contrary, 
there is a threat that this present uncertain 
value shall be further reduced, so that, in- 
stead of fluctuating between 80 and 90 cents, 
it will straggle up and down between 
50 and 60 cents. This is a contest 
between the honest, thrifty, producing 
classes, who are by saving adding to their 
small accumulations, and the dishonest, 
bankrupt, gambling speculators. The one class 
whp live by labor and accumulate by industry 
an I thrift want money with a fixed value,— 
honest money. The other class want cheap 
money,—money so cheap and abundant that 
it dam be had at 50 cents on the dollar, with 
which to carry on the vocation of gambling 
and robbing under the protegtion of the Legal- 
Tender act. 

It is against this depreciated money with 
its fluctuating value, and this menace against 
the property and savings of the producers, 
that the men who advocate hard money pro- 
test ; and it is to put an end to this condition 
of things, and restore fixed values, that they 
claim that the currency shall be advanced to 


par. 


THE LEGALITY OF WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court on an appeal taken in the case of V- 
oma L. Mon and Francis Mon, her 
husband, os. Reesz Haprersert, from the 
de¢ision of the Supreme Court of the State 
of Ma i, in favor of the defendant, satis- 
. * the question of woman-suf- 
frage, so far as the courts are concerned. 
The Supreme Court has definitely and un- 
mistakably declared that the Fourteenth 
Amendment of the Constitution does not 
confer upon woman the right to vote. The 
Court affirms in the decision that women 
have always been considered citizens under 
the Constitution and entitled to all the privi- 
leges and immunities of citizenship, but in 
ths admission of this general point the 
Court decides that suffrage is not one of the 
privileges and immunities of the citizen, and 
that it is nowhere made so in express terms, 
and even further than this, that suffrage 
was not coextensive with the citizenship of the 
States at the time of its adoption. Applying 
these general facts to the constitutional 
amendments, the Court shows that the fram- 
ers of the Fourteenth Amendment never con- 
templated. that it conferred the right of 
suffrage even upon the colored persons be- 
cause it invested them with citizenship, and, 
taking this view, they framed the Fifteenth 
Amendment to prevent any State denying 
them the right of suffrage because of race, 
color, or previous condition of servitude. 
Upon this point the Court said : 

The Fourteenth Amendment had already provided 
that no State should make or enforce any law which 
should abridge the privileges or imm anities of citizens 
of the United States, If suffrage was one of these 
privileges or immunities why amend the Constitution 
to prevent its being denied on account of race, etc. 7 
Nothing is more evident than that the greater must 


inglude the less, aud if all were already protected why 
go'through with the form of amending the Constitu- 
tiom to protect a part 7 

The decision closes with the following 
definite statement : 

Certainly if the courts can consider any question 
settled this is one. For nearly ninety years the 
people have acted upon the idea that the Constitution, 
when it conferred citizeuship, did not necessarily con- 
fez the right of suffrage. If uniform practice long 
continued can settle the construction of so important 
an instrument as the Constitution of the United States 
confessedly is, most certainly it has been done here, 
Our provinee is to decide what the law is, not to do- 
clare what it should be. We have given this case the 
careful consideration ita importance demands. If the 
law is wrong it ought to be changed, but the power for 
that is not with us, The argumeuts addressed to us 
bearing upon such a view of the subject may perhaps 
be|sufficient to induce those having the power to make 
the alteration, but they ought not to be permitted to 
influence our judgment in determining the present 
rights of the parties litigating before us. No argument 
as to women’s need of suffrage can be considered. 
We can only act upon her rights as they exist, It is 
not for us to look at the hardship of withholding. Our 
duty is at an endif we find it is within the power of 
a State to withheld. 

This decision, which was unanimous, and 
which virtually tells the advocates of wom- 
en’s rights that they cannot obtain the right 
to vote in the courts, since the Constitution 
does not convey any such right, removes agi- 
tation from one quarter. It is the last we 
shall hear from woman-suffrage in the courts. 
Its advocates, if they wish to get to the polls, 
have now but one way left to accomplish it, 
namely, by legislative enactments. But as 
legislative enactments are framed by public 
opinion, and as public opinion has always 
béen conservative on this question, and in 
the large majority of the States persistently 
hostile to it, it is probably the last we shall 
hear of this folly for some time to come. At 
least, it will require an amount of labor to 
change popular opinion which even the most 
earnest and garrulous of the woman’s-rights 
advocates will slitink from. The only com- 
pensation which they can obtain at present 
is to take up residence in Wyoming Territory, 
where they can vote to their hearts’ content, 
with no Tyrant Man to ask, Why do you 
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In criticising the charter decision, and the 
record upon which the Supremé Court gave 
it, itis but fair to remember that the Citi- 
zens’ Association deemed it of great impor- 
tance to secure à decision of the case by the 
Court below in time to have it finally deter- 
mined by the Supreme Court at its present 
term and before the fall election.

these questions were decided by the Criminal

of actual fraud committed at the election the 
Citizens’ Association did not attempt to try 


questions in the Supreme Court, because this 
question of fraud could not have been tried 
in time for an appeal. The counsel for the 
Association expected that the Supreme Court 
would take the same view with Judges Boots 
and Faswett on the questions of minority 
representation and notice, but, if mistaken 
in that, they felt that the case would 
be sent back for trial on the question 
of fraud at the polls. It has been 
sent back, and that question is now open for 
trial. The Citizens’ Association claim that 
no time has been lost. The Supreme Court 
has simply decided that so far as concerns 
the questions of minority representation and 
notice of the election, there is no ground for 
ousting the city of the charter. Still we are 
inclined to the opinion that the allegation 
of frauds might have been presented to the 
Supreme Court in a more striking form in 
the first place; and that, in the next place, 
the Supreme Court might have taken cogni- 
zance of these allegations which went to 
them in the shape of cross-errors.

Every man can find his 
specialty there. If he digs ditches, here are 
improved patterns of spade and shovel. If 
he paints pictures, here is the finest and most 
complete gallery of American art that has 
ever been shown in this country, and 
so in,the world. Between these extremes, 
what industry, what pursuit, what art is not 
represented in this microcosm? Thousands 
of men have labored to bring together this 
collection for tens of thousands to see. The 
first syllable of disappointment has yet to he 
heard. Every visitor has been delighted. 
The number of exhibitors is nearly 50 per 
cent greater than it wasin 1874. The prob- 
lem before the managers has been, not to 
find applicants for space, but to find space 
for applicants. The character of the whole 
Exposition is immeasurably better than it 
was last year or the year before. To see the 
show thoroughly is to gain an education. To- 
day and to-morrow are the last days. There 
can be no extension of time. The exhibitors 
are only under contract to leave their wares on 
display until Saturday night. Many of them 
claim the right to remove them on Monday, 
and this right cannot be gainsayed. The 
close of the Exposition, then, is inevitable. 
It must be seen now or never. The attend- 
ance has already been large, but there ought 
to be a crush on these last two days. 

It is an unfortunate fact that the sales of 
paintings in the gallery of this year have so 
far been very few. The same is true of Cin- 
cinnati. The general business depression is 
to blame in both cities, but the lack of buy- 
ers bids fair to seriously interfere with the 
success of future attempts to make really 
good art-galleries a feature of Western Expo- 
sitions. There will be no auction, under 
any circumstances, so that pictures. must be 
bought to-day or to-morrow or not at all. If 
Chicago is to be made a great art-mart, it 
must be by the extension of liberal patronage 
to these yearly sales. The paintings now on 
exhibition are sent by the artists themselves. 
No dealers’ profits figure in the prices asked, 
and these prices are in many casés 50 per 
cent below those demanded in the studios 
from which the pictures come. There has 
never been as favorable an opportunity here 
to buy good pictures cheap. It should be 
diligently improved. 

SOCIALISM IN RUSSIA. 

The Russian Empire in Europe isa con- 
geries of communes held together by the 
force of habit and of despotism. -The village 
communities have been fully described by Sir 
Henry Marve, and the description is repeat- 
ed by another writer in the last volume of 
the Cobden Club Essays, Taxation and 
Municipal Government.” Each village holds 
its land in common. In some of the villages 
the yield of the land is heldin common. In 
most of them the soil is distributed every 
few years among the qualifed members of 
the community, but the title to it remains in 
the whole body, and does not pass to the in- 
dividual. This system has been in force for 
centuries. It is Socialism adapted to circum- 
stances. Its success has always made the 
Empire of the Czars a hot-bed of 
Socialistic agitation. Every. now and then 
the police make a descent; papers are seized ; 
some wide-spread plot is discovered; and 
another train of prisoners starts off for 
Siberia or the scaffold. But their places are 
soon taken. Trial follows trial, but plot 
treads fast upon plot.

Ta, Me., Oct. 3, 1875.— T' Hon, A. T. Vue, 
Cha rman, etc.—Dear Sin: I regret that private and 
imperative engagements render it impossible for me 
to aceept your very cordial invitation to take part in 
the Ohio campaign. Your contest enlists the interest 
of the whole country in your struggle for honest 
money and against the spirit of repudiation. I can- 
not doubt that you will be victorious. No State in 
the Union has a more enlightened r than 
Ohio, and it seems aitogether incredible that the mass 
of your intelligent voters can be misled by the advo- 
estes of a perpetuaily irredeemable paper currency.

GEN. SCHURZ AT OANTON. 

Canton, O., Oct. 5.—The exciting scenes at- 
tendiog the great Republican meeting at Akron 
on Monday have been repeated here to-day. : 

A vast procession vas formed and moved 
through the principal streets wich banners, and 
transparencies, and wagons, in which were rep- 
resented the leading departments of manufac- 
tures carried on in this thriving city. The day 
was very five, and the music of a 
of brass and military bacds 
kept tbe procession in time and tune.
